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Business District 
Expansion Faces 
Contlicting Opinions

In light of Andover’s growing popula- 
tion, the town’s Central Business District 
is more than reacy to grow, too; in light 
of the amount of office space that re- 
mains vacant today, Andover’s down- 
town business district is just fine the way 
it is: Those were the conflicting views 
the Planning Board heard this week dur- 
ing a well-attended public fo: um on the 
CBD. . 

About 100 townspeople, including 
downtown businesspeople and residents, 
came to Memorial Auditorium Tuesday 
night to offer the planning board their 
opinions on the business district. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw ex- 
plained that her board has promised to 
bring a report on the CBD to 1986 annual 
town meeting next spring. 

Now at the beginning of their study, 
she emphasized, the planners are ‘‘a 
neutra: body’’ with ‘‘no assumptions” 
about what their report may conclude 
nearly a year from now. 

‘We are asking for town-wide input,”’ 
Bradshaw told the audience. ‘Tonight is 
our night to listen.”’ 

During the summer months ahead, the 
Community Development and Planning 
department will collect and analyze data 
on the business district, and draft a re- 
port that will be ready for more public 
meetings in September, the chairman 
said. , 

The planners will then write a final 
plan next fall, and host further public 
hearings on that plan next winter before 
they present it for town meeting’ S appro- 
val in Spring 1986 

Tuesday night’s audience seemed to

He added that the notion that moving 
town offices to Bartlet Street has brought 
a business atmosphere to that residential 
neighborhood — as was suggested during 
town meeting this year — is ‘‘a red her- 
ring.’

Grant concluded that Andover has ‘‘a 
great deal of room for improved control 
over parking in the area,”’ citing Boston 
bound commuters’ virtual monopoly or 
all-day parking spaces downtown.

At Our Schools 
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Participate In Writing Project 


Four local teachers have com- 
pleted a year’s collaboration 
with the University of Massa- 
chusetts at Amherst to improve 
writing at their school, Andover 
High School. The teachers are 
Christine Keffeler-Keown, Caro- 
lyn Kelly, Sarah O’Brien and 
Kathleen Scanlon. 

They joined 45 teachers from 
schools around the state in the 
1984-85 Writing Project of the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst. They spent the last 
year reviewing new research, 
studying new classroom tech- 
niques and carrying out their 
own plans to enhance the teach- 
ing or use of writing at their 
schools. 

Teachers from each chool 
worked as a team to develop and 
execute their projects. Work be- 
gan last summer at the Amherst 
campus during a five-day ses- 
sion of workshops, team meet- 
ings and writing conferences. 

During the school year, while 
teachers were executing the 
plans they had drawn up during 
the summer, Writing Project 
staff visited their schools. Par- 


ticipating teachers returned to 
the campus in the fall and 
spring for one-day conferences. 
They are now completing final 
reports to be pyblished as a pro- 
ject suminary for use by partici- 
pants and teachers at other 
schools in the Commonwealth. 

From the outset of their work 
last summer, teachers began a 
series of writing assignments to 
bolster their own experience as 
writers. This renewed experi- 
ence of writing became the core 
of their advice and instruction 
on writing to students in the 
classroom. 

Collaboration on the teaching 
of writing between the schools 
and the university began in 1978 
with federal funds, but the cur- 
rent Writing Project was made 
possible by funds from the uni- 
versity’s writing program and 
the state’s Board of Regents of 
Higher Education. The 1984-85 
Writing Project, which cost $50,- 
000, was one of many collabora- 
tive projects funded by the 
Board of Regents with a total of 
$3 million.

Local Teachers At Education 


Conference In El Salvador 


By Susan Rand 


Two local educators, concerned with the state of educa- 
tion in El Salvador, were in that country last week to 
attend a teacher’s conference in the capital city of San 
Salvador. 

Tom Meyers, 17 Rennie Drive, a teacher at Wilmington 
Junior High School, and Phil Nelson, a Wakefield resident 
who teaches social studies at Andover High School, were 
among 25 United States teachers and union representa- 
tives, ten of whom are from the east coast, making the 
trip. The group returned Sunday, June 16 

Both men have worked hard to educate area residents, 
and their students, about FE) Salvador’s current civil war 
and the history of the Latin America region. They are 
members. of the Massachusetts Teachers Association and 
the National Education Association, which has endorsed 
ANDES, an acronym for Asociacion Nacionale de Educa 
dores Salvadorenos, the teacher’s union of El Salvador 

Nelson and Meyers are also active in the Greater Law- 
rence Central American Solidarity Association, a group 
which has brought speakers from Latin America to this 
area and also sent observers to that region. This fall the 
Greater Lawrence group asked Andover and South Law- 
rence voters to support a ballot referendum question call- 
ing for an end to U.S. military aid to Central America 

Education in E] Salvador has little in common with the 
Andover school system, according to the picture the local 
teachers paint. Government forces don’t consider educa- 
tion important, explained Nelson, and as many of 70 per- 
cent of the citizens of E] Salvador are illiterate 
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They rattle off statistics of the country, one picking up 
where the other leaves off, teachers haven’t been paid in 
El Salvador since February of 1984, they say, educators 
are tortured, imprisoned, and over 400 have been mur- 
dered since 1979; there are few supplies for E] Salvador’s 
school children, they added, so the group is collecting 
pens and pencils here to bring with them. 

And there is the question of U.S. aid to the country. One 
billion dollars in military and economic aid to E] Salvador 
hasn’t found its way into the schools, the two men charge. 
They question the validity of government claims that the 
U.S. support is helping foster democracy in the country 

‘“‘Democrary can’t exist without a strong educational 
institution,” said Meyers. ‘‘ There seems to be something 
wrong that this isn’t a priority of American aid in the 
country.” 

Nelson added that ‘‘if there is to be social and economic 
change in E] Salvador it has to begin in the schools. If 
there is that much economic aid to E! Salvador why can’t 
it be funneled to education?’ 

As observers at the ANDES convention Meyers and Nel- 
son said they don’t fear for their lives, because, they ex- 
plained, action against United States citizens might

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Pump Station, River Road 
rovements Near Reality

Andover has been viewing them from a 
distance for several years now, but two 
major projects — a new sewage pumping 
station, and the first phase of im- 
provements to River Road — are moving 
into the range of the foreseeable future. 

Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade this week told the TOWNSMAN 
that the $6.7 million Riverina Road sew- 
age treatment plant, in the works for 
more than four years, has finally been 
put out to bid. 

Town officials will open sub-contrac- 
tors’ bids in mid-July, the director said, 
and general contractors’ bids by the end 
of July. Construction is expected to begin 
in September, he added. 

Andover has already received a $1.4 
million state grant to help pay for the 
pumping station, McQuade said. 


In addition, the town is still hoping to 
receive another $1.5 million grant to help 
install new force main connections to the 
existing Lawrence outfall sewer; town 
officials expect to receive word on that 
grant next week 

Last year’s annual town meeting ap- 
propriated funds for the pumping station 
project, after waiting two years for state 
and federal Environmental: Protection 
Agency funds that, as of last spring, had 
not materialized. 

Voters appropriated funds to design 
the new station back in 1981, followed by 
a $1 million construction appropriation in 
1982. 

The pumping station will not actually 
be located on Riverina Road, but on Tan- 
tallon Road, across the Shawsheen River 
from the existing Riverina Road station.

The 63-year-old station has, long been 
overburdened, according to the DPW, re 
sulting in occasional sewage backups in 
Shawsheen Village.

The water treatment plant addition 
which will more than double the capacity 
of the existing Lowell Street plant is 
currently in the final design stage, the 
director said.

An important Asset 


The Collins Center for the Performing Arts has 
come under some minor controversy lately, most 
of it focused on the inability of school children to 
use the facilities due to the heavy cost. 

Certainly some sympathy can be engendered 
for such a cause, but it should be realized that 
there are other school halls available for school 
productions at a more reasonable cost. 

The Collins Center, in its two years of exis- 
tence, has proven to be among Andover’s most 
valuable assets. 

And, as such, this professional entertainment 
hall carries with it considerable costs which are 
applied to productions and to maintenance of the 
building. 

Public school groups wishing to use the facility 
for plays or concerts must realize that these costs 
must*be absorbed and the only way possible is 
through the application of fees. 


It is understood that the fees applied to such 
productions cover only the basic costs of opening 
and using the hall and its facilities. 


The Collins Center is a public building con- 
structed and maintained through taxpayer ex- 
pense. It is more than just a performing arts 
facility. The building also houses classrooms and 
rooms where the performing arts are taught for 
the town’s school system. 


Prior to its opening there was discussion 
among selectmen and school committee mem- 
bers as to who would have the governing authori- 
ty over the building with the schools insisting that 
it was their property, once accepted by the town. 

The Andover Endowment for the Arts, a group 


of volunteers from within the community, was 
formed to oversee the operation of the center, 
with an avowed purpose not to interfere with 
school events, simply to provide the town’s citi- 
zenry and those from surrounding areas the op- 
portunity to see professional entertainment. 

As for their part, the group has performed 
magnificently. 

From the opening night with the Boston Pops to 
the first summer presentation, a Joan Baez con- 
cert next month, the center has provided thou- 
sands with an entertaining evening of everything 
from opera to folk to jazz. Put simply, the offer- 
ings have covered the entire spectrum of the field 
of entertainment. 

The third season promises to be even better, 
based on advance lineup of star-studded perfor- 
mances slated to begin in the fall. 

The artistic directors of the center, Glen Gule- 
zian and John Schuman, are paid for their serv- 
ices, as well they should. It is a difficult task 
working with agents and insuring the obtaining of 
top talent to be presented at the center. 

Frankly, the Endowment For the Arts group 
may be able to resolve the problem of allowing 
wider public use of the facility, but it would seem 
doubtful just based on cost alone. 

But, on performance alone, ‘having come up 
with two spectacular seasons at the center, it 
wouldn’t be surprising if the volunteer group 
didn’t come up with some solution to the prob- 
lem. 

Meanwhile, thanks for a job well done in pro- 
ducing and maintaining one of Andover’s finest 
assets.

From State Lottery 


The Massachusetts State Lotiery returned more than 
$1.1 million last year to the Town of Andover in the form 
of lottery fund distribution, prizes and sales agent com- 
missions and bonuses. ‘‘The amount returned to Andover 
totaled $1,184,384,"’ according to James E. Hosker, exec- 
utive director of the Massachusetts State Lottery. 

‘The primary purpose of the lottery is to generate reve- 
nues for the cities and towns,”’ according to Hosker. ‘‘In 
our first 13 years we generated more than $1.5 billion to- 

ward that objective—money that has gone to support pub- 
lic schools, libraries, police and fire departments, senior 
citizens’ programs and countless other activities under- 
taken in the public interest by the state’s 351 cities and 
towns. That’s a billion and a half dollars that didn’t have 
to be raised through property taxes.” 

Hosker reports that in 1984 the lottery returned $665,309 
million in prizes to the residents of Andover. In addition, a 
total of $446,499 was returned to the town treasury in lot- 
tery funds last year. A total of $2 million has been re- 
ceived by the Town of Andover since the lottery started in 
1972. Commissions and bonuses to Andover’s five sales 
agents exceeded $72,000 in 1984 alone. 

Some of the Massachusetts State Lottery’s significant 
achievements over the years include the nation’s first In- 
stant Game and Megabucks, the most successful lotto- 
type game in the nation. Some of the upcoming innova- 
tions proposed by the lottery include a Megabucks Season 
Ticket which will enable Megabucks players to play for up 
to a year with one transaction and a new sales agent iden- 
tification program that will increase the visibility and ac- 
cessibility of lottery games at retail locations. 

According to Hosker, ‘“The Massachusetts State Lottery 
is in the best shape it’s ever been in and is one of the most 
succegsful lotteries in the United States.”

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Museum Celebrates Anniversary 


, lhe most remarkable thing about the Museum of Amer- 
ican Textile History is how steadfast it has rermained to its 
purpose in the 25 years since it was founded, says one 

outside observer,” Paul Rivard, director of the Maine 
State Museum. 

As trustees and staff gathered at the Lanam Club in 
Andover on Monday, June 10, to celebrate the museum's 
25th anniversary, Rivard called the Museum of American 
Textile History ‘‘an enviable institution—enviable in its 
ability to stick to the job at hand.”’ 

That job, set forth by the museum's founders on June 9, 
1960, was ‘‘to preserve the artifacis, documents and picto- 
rial descriptions of the American textile industry.. 

‘The Museum of American Textile History is the pre- 
mier institution of its kind in the country, possibly the 
world,”’ said Rivard. 

On the other hand, he said, the weakest part of the mu- 
seum’s overall program is its exhibit development. 

‘The collections demand more public exposure and use 
than they can now get,”’ he said. ‘““The public needs to be 
more aware of our nation’s industrial development.” 

Referring to the museum's S proposed move to larger 
quarters in Lawrence, Rivard said, “This is a very impor- 
tant point for the history of this organization.”’ 

Discussing the museum in its early years was J. Bruce 
Sinclair of Toronto, the museum’s founding director. 

“There was an insistence that the objectives be con- 
ceived as broadly as possible and a determination to do 
the best possible job,” he said. 

The appeal of the new museum for its founders, said 
Sinclair, was in “exploring our own backyard.” The mu- 
seum was organized with three important components 
that remain significant today: public exhibitions, ar- 
chives for study and a library

jeopardize aid to the country. The delegation will register 
with the American Embassy in E] Salvador, ‘‘as a protec- 
tive device,”’ explained Meyers. 

At the conference, which ran from June 11 through 13, 
the American visitors will ‘‘make statements of support,”’ 
Meyers said. 

They will also look at the attempts the Salvadoran tea- 
chers have made at organizing. One roadblock the union 
must face is the government’s refusal to allow publication 
of the ANDES newsletter, which is printed outside E] Sal- 

& vador. But despite the difficulties involved in being a 
union member, 95 percent of the country’s teachers are 
members of ANDES, the educators said. 

The Americans weren’t the only visitors at the ANDES 
conference, which Nelson said has taken on international 
attention, as European countries also send observers. 

Some of those making the trip to E] Salvador continued 
on to Nicaragua without Nelson and Meyers who had to 
return to finish out the school year.

you can talk about the Centra] Business 
District without talking about the town 
as a whole,” he told the board, saying 
that the current CBD planning ‘‘seems to 
be taking things out of context.” 

He urged the board not to try to ‘‘rush 
a CBD plan” to meet an “artificial dead- 
line’ next spring. “‘I think we need an 
overall master plan,”’ Bowen said, ‘‘be- 
fore we talk about doing anything to any 
zone, let alone the Central Business Dis 
trict.”’ 

Bowen concluded that downtown And- 
over is ‘‘not as beautiful as it could be,” 
and suggested that the town “concen- 
trate on the quality’’ of its business dis- 
trict at this time. 

(Bradshaw replied that the planners 
will work on two major components of 
the master plan this year: CBD plan- 
ning, and watershed protection. Last 
year the board completed, with town 
meeting approval, components on park- 
ing and multiple-family housing, 

(Consultants will soon be contracted to 
work on the community profile “‘back- 
ground”’ section of the plan, as well as a 
road and traffic study, she added. 

The chairman pointed out that the 
planning board sees the master plan as 

‘an ongoing process,” and something to 
be “‘continuously updated,” rather than 
as a final report that will be “‘put on the 
shelf.’’) * 

Several downtown business-owners 
spoke on the “‘pro”’ side of possible CBD 
expansion, among them Howard 
Yezerski of the Andover Gallery. 

He noted that the business district has 
not grown in the past 25 years, ‘“‘and in 
that twenty-five years, we've seen a tre- 
mendous increase in the number of peo- 
ple living in Andover now, and shopping 
in the Central Business District.’’ 

Yezerksi added that because rental 
rates are ‘“‘very high,” there ‘aren't 
many viable spaces in Andover for small 
businesses.’’ Moreover, looking at Main 
Street, it seems that ‘‘the banks are tak- 
ing over the town,”’ he said — ‘“‘and it’s 
important to have a healthy Central 
Business District.”’

Lee Dodd of Lee Dodd Realty said, 
‘There is no question in my mind that we 
need a larger business district.”’ 

Dodd told the board that she had 
searched for ten years before finding her 
current Park Street location, because 
there were ‘‘no places to buy,” and most 
Andover properties are “‘expensive. We 
need more different kinds of space. 

Marion Colgate of Bartlet Street, a pri- 
vate homeowner who lives next to the 
new town parking lot, agreed with 
Yezerski that as the town’s population 
has increased, ‘“‘businesses waiit to ex- 


d. 

“T don’t want to see anything detri- 
mental happen here,” Colgate said. “I 
think a buffer zone is an excellent idea.” 

Doug Howe, Jr., of the Howe Agency 
brought up the buffer zone idea, which 
several speakers favored. 

Such a zone could be created as ‘‘a belt 
around the CBD,” including a “comfort- 
able mix”’ of office space and residences, 
to provide an “appropriate transition’ 
from the commercial zone into surround- 
ing neighborhoods, Howe said. 

He said he would encourage the reno- 
vation of existing buildings (rather than 
new construction) for use as offices with 
in the buffer zone. Requiring building 
owners to vecupy those offices would be 
another way to limit expansion within 
the buffer, he suggested, and “keep 
things quite strict. 

“There is obviously change in the 
town,”’ he said. “That has been gaing on 
forever. Andover keeps growing, and 
changes are often difficult to make.”’ 

But the CBD’s borders ‘‘may have to 
change, in the best interests of the com- 
munity,’’ Howe told the planners — add- 
ing that he was confident that if the CBD 
does expand, the ‘character’ of the 
town ‘will in fact be preserved.”’ 

The planners also wanted to hear 
whether residents of West Andover and 
the southern section of town, toward 
North Reading, are interested in having 
new business districts added to their 
parts of town. 


Donald Barber of Brady Loop, a mem- 
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ber of the West Andover Neighborhood 
Association, said that according to infor- 
mal surveys of WANA members, ‘‘We 
see no great need for shopping centers in 
West Andover. We’re not too pleased 
with that type of thinking, and we’ll re- 
sist it.” 

(Barber also put in a plug for the new 
traffic and parking committee, of which 
he is a member; the committee is 
looking for solutions to parking problems 
all over town, he said, and welcomes citi- 
zens’ suggestions. ) 

Chris Holmes told the planners that the 
League of Women Voters found “no sup- 
port” for bringing ‘‘consumer services” 
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to Andover’s “‘outlying”’ areas. 

The planning board Tuesday night 
handed out a brief “‘overview’’ of the 
four CBD studies that have been done in 
Andover since 1962, along with a map of 
the district. 

That report noted that in 1975, a survey 
of townspeople sponsored by ‘the plan- 
ning board and selectmen found that 

“commercial growth anywhere in And- 
over had little support of any kind.”’ 

The most recent CBD study, done by a 
planning board subcommittee formed in 
1977 and disbanded in 1980, resulted in 
the recent renovations to Elm Square, 
according to the report. 
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
